This morning, we have late and stirring news 
from the States. The South Carolinians 
have fired into an U. S. steamer, and war 
may be said to have commenced. States' 
•dates are to the lOth Jan., and San Francisco 
dates to the 29th : 

St, Louis, Jan. 8th . 

In the House, on the 27th, Mr. Cobb of 
Alabama, rose to a personal explanation. 
He explained that he was for an adjust- 
ment in the Union, and exhausting every 
•effort before dissolution. He appealed to 
Northern mt:n to try and preserve the Union. 

A resolution was introduced, approving 
the act of Major Anderson, and promising 
to support the President in the enforcement 
•of the laws. 

It was passed under a suspension of the 
vules— 1 2 « to 56. 

In the Senate, Crittenden spoke in favor 
•of his resolutions. 

Mr. Toombs made a secession speech. 

Both Houses then adjourned to Wednes- 
day. 

The Xew Votk Times' correspondent, of 
the Tih January, says that Commodore Shu- 
brisk has returned from Charleston, and re- 
ipoits great consternation there ; complete 
'disorganisation, and section arrayed against 
taction, which will make head if not sup- 
pressed 'by "Georgia and other sympathizing 
.Slates.

LATER. 

The Tennessee Legislature met to-day. The 
Governor recommends the question of calling a 
convention to be left to the people. On refusal 
thereof, Tennessee should maintain her equality 
in, or independence out of the Union, lie also 
recommends tho organization of the militia aud 
the purchaso of arms. 

The immediato secessionists carried New Orleans 
yesterday. 

Tho Virginia Houso yesterday unanimously ap- 
pointed a Committee to report a Convention bill. 
The excitement has somewhat subsided. 

Tho Alabama Convention was very quiet. 
Phillips, Secessionist, was elected temporary 
Chairman. Brooks was elected permanent Presi- 
dent over Jamison. Fowler, Secessionist, was 
elected Secretary. 

A detachment of troops will leave Boston for 
Florida to-morrow. 

A number of marines hare been ordered South 
from tho Charleston Navy Yard. 

Col. Young has been removed by Floyd as 
Inspector of Ordinance. 

Commodore Kearney has withdrawn his resig- 
nation on accountofth'e doings at Charleston. 
St. Louis, via Fort Kearney, Jan. 9. 
Secretary Thompson has resigned, on the 
ground that the Secretary of War has sent 
reinforcements to the South, without con- 
sultation with tho Cabinet, after tho distihet 
understanding that it should not be done. 
The sending of the Star of tho West is a 
fact. 

The Mississippi ordinance for immediate 
secession, was unanimously agreed upon 
in committee yesterday. The excitement 
was intense. 

Augusta, Ga., Sat. 10. 

The Charleston Courier of to-day, says 
that, at about half-past six o'clock yesterday 
(the 9th), the steamer Gen. Clement dis- 
covered the steamer Star of tho West, and 
signalled the fact of her approach to tho oc- 
cupants of the batteries on Morris Island. 
So soon as the signals were seen by those 
on guard there, Morris Island was asiir with 
men at their posts. Before the order could 
be given them to prepare for action, they 
remained in anxious suspense, but ready 
for what they believed was sure to come, a 
volley from Fort Sumpter. The Star of the 
West rounded the point, took tho ship chan- 
nel instead of the bar, and proceeded 
straightforward until opposite Morris Island, 
about three-fourths of a mile from the bat- 
teries. A ball was then fired athwart the 
bows of the steamer. The Star of the West 
displayed the stars and stripes. So soon as 
the flag was unfurled the fortificatiuns fired 
a succession of heavy shots. The vessel 
continued on her course, with inc:eased 
speed : but '.wo shots taking effect upon her, 
she concluded to retreat Fort Moultrie 
fired a few shots at her, but she was then 
out of range. The damage to the Star of 
the West was trifling, as only two out of 
•even shots took eflect upon her. 

Fort Sumpter made no demonstrations al- 
though at the port-holes guns were run out 
bearing on Morris Island. 

Major Anderson has dispatched a mes- 
sage lo Washington asking for advice. 

A New York dispatch of the 9th states 
I that the sloop of war Brooklyn bad just put 
' to sea and passed the Capes at 2 p. in. 

Mississippi has passed the ordinance of 
secession. 

PREPARATIONS FOR BATTLE BY Till-: 
CHALESTONIANS. 

Charleston, January 10. 
Dispatches staling th»t tho sloop of war 
Hrooklyn is coming here with an armed 
force, created intense excitement. Great 
preparations are being made in the harbor 
to receive her. A steamer called the Marion, 
of the Charleston and New York line, hail 
been purchased by South Carolina, and or- 
dered to bs iggeil for a man-of-war. I let 
upper cabinia to be taken off, and she is to 
be supplied with a complete aimament. 
The buoys in the harbor have been removed. 
The Brooklyn will be fired into. Fori 
Sumpter will then open its fireou the South 
Carolina fortifications, and the light will be- 
come general. The people lire preparing 
for it, and for the worst. The Brooklyn can- 
not come in without a great fiLihr, and An- 
derson will protect her. Ho only pledged 
himself not to prevent communication be- 
tween tin; South Carolina forts until Lieut. 
Talbot came back. A steam-tug failed the 
Aid, left tho wharf to-night for the purpose 
of reconnoitering She is mounted with one 
gun, ami is undei the command of Lieut. 
Hamilton, formerly af the Federal army. 
There is much talk of sending to Savannah 
for vessels to act as gunboats, 

A committee of the House of Delegates of Vir- 
ginia prepared a hill on the Otb, fixing on the lHtli 
el' February for the meeting of the Convention. 
On the 7th, at the meeting of Delegates, a resolu- 
tion for an appropriation of ten millions of dollars 
for a defensive military force, was referred. 

Die President, on the !lth, sent a special mes- 
sage to Congress, stating that we are in the midst 
of a great revolution, and that there iH no alterna- 
tive but 10 collect the revenue, and pioteet the 
public property, as far as practicable under exist- 
ing laws. ; that it ilovolves on Congress, to whom 
is reserved tho power to declare war andrcimnc 
grievances which may lead to war, to net in the 
present emergency, lie recommends the Missouri 
Compromise line adjustment.

LOCAL, INTEIAIGENCE. 

Prorogation of the Houso of Assembly. 

Present— Speaker Helmckeri, Messrs. 
Coles, Crease, Green, Soutligate, (Joidon, 
Cary. Franklin, Tolmie, McDonald. 

Thie only business brought before the 
House was the petition to the Secretary of 
State, relative to the Indian Titles to land in 
this Colony, which was unanimously passed. 

At 2^ o'clock the Clerk of the Council an- 
nounced Ilia Excellency the Lieutenant- 
Governor, who immediately entered the 
Assembly room, attended by the Hon. Chief 
. Justice Cameron, Hon. Mr. Work, and Hon. 
A. J. Langley. 

The Speaker presented His Excellency 
with the petition of the House relative to 
the extinction of Indian titles to lands in 
tiiis Colony ; and stated that it was the de- 
sire of the House that His Excellency 
would press for the favorablo consideration 
of the Secretary of State, as the desire of 
the House was to avoid infulurea repetition 
of the annoyance already felt by settlers on 
the lands of Salt Spring Island and Chetn- 
auis, whore the Indians had been very 
troublesome. The Speaker also stated 
that the House had passed a bill of supply 
for £i30,that they had not received any inti- 
mation of its being accepted by the Council, 
and that the reason the bill was nut for a 
larger sum, was, not from any desire in the 
House to cripple the working of the Gov- 
ernment ; but thai the House had before 
refused the salaries for the two clerks, and 
for that reason could not reconsider the 
matter during the present session ; also that 
the House did not know what amount the 
Revenue could afford for the purpusus men- 
tioned in that bill of supply. If the bill 
was not accepted by the Council, and H i 
Excellency found it necessary fur the wel- 
fare of the Government to expend the money 
voted by that bill, the House would pro- 
vide lot the expenditure at its next session. 

His Excellency the Governor, then deliv- 
ered the following speech : 

lion. Gentlemen of the Legislative Council 
and Gentlemen of the House of Assembly : 

In relenting you from the labors ot the 
session, I desiie to express my satisfaction 
;\l the result of your deliberations. 

It is indeed impossible to review the 
many important rneat>ures*\vhich you have 
passed this session without feeling that you 
applied yourselves to the performance of 
your arduous duties with a degree of zeal 
and assiduity worthy of the highest praise. 

Those measures embiace almost every 
department of the public business. The 
Free Trade system, before initiated, has 
been confirmed, ami become an essential 
part of our policy j you have also been care- 
lul in providing for the better administra- 
tion of criminal justice; the formation of 
roads; the improvement ol the harbor of 
Victoria; the Registration of Titles to real 
estate, and other useful measures have 
been passed, which will no doubt tend to 
promote the permanent interests of the eol- 
.011 y. 

The interesting experiment of defraying 
the expenses of the government by direct 
taxation so propitiously begun will I trust 
not disappoint the anticipations of the Legis- 
lature. 

Gentlemen of tlie Legislative Assembly. — 
[ have to convey to ion my warmest thanks 
for the supplies verticil you have granted lor 
the services of the year, and for the erection 
of public works essential to the progress of 
.the colony. 

I sincerely hope that the blessing of Al- 
mighty God may rest upon our labors, and 
lender them subservient to the substantial 
prosperity ami well being of tiie colony, 

Chief Jnstice Cameron then notified the 
Il.mse that it was His Excellency's desire 
that they should be prorogued until the 
third day of April uext, and the legislators 
separated for tlier h irnes.
